Aims  and  Objects 

OF  THE 

ROBERT  JONES  AND  AGNES  HUNT 
ORTHOPAEDIC  HOSPITAL. 


Extract  from  Trust  Deed. 

The  objects  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

{a)  Prevention. 

To  provide  lectures,  lantern  slides,  cinematographs,  and 
generally  any  form  of  propaganda  with  a  view  to  the  preven¬ 
tion  of  crippling  diseases. 

(b)  T reatment. 

To  provide  or  cause  to  be  provided  institutions,  labora¬ 
tories,  shelters,  homes,  dispensaries,  massage  departments  and 
other  Hospital  buildings,  incidental  to  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  or  likely  to  suffer  or  who  may  have  suffered  from 
crippling  diseases. 

(c)  A fter  Care. 

To  appoint  duly  qualified  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  and 
Nurses  in  connection  with  the  scheme  of  After  Care,  and  in 
connection  therewith  to  establish  or  cause  to  be  established 
Treatment  Centres,  and  to  provide,  upon  payment,  all  splints 
and  appliances  and  other  mechanical  aids  for  patients  and 
surgical  alterations  to  boots  or  other  articles  used  by  patients 
as  may  be  necessary. 

(d)  School  for  Medical  Men  and  Orthopaedic  Nurses. 

To  establish  and  maintain  a  school  for  training  Medical 
Men  and  Orthopaedic  Nurses  and  preparing  students  for  the 
examinations  of  the  Chartered  Society  of  Massage  and  Medical 
Gymnastics. 

(e)  T raining. 

To  make  arrangements  whereby  training  for  persons 
suffering  from,  likely  to  suffer,  or  who  may  have  suffered 
from  crippling  diseases  may  be  provided. 

(/)  Education. 

To  provide  (in  manner  approved  by  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion)  for  the  education  of  children  who  may  be  patients  in 
the  Hospital. 

(g)  To  carry  on  any  kind  of  work,  whether  practical  or 
experimental,  and  to  do  all  other  such  lawful  things  as  are 
incidental  or  conducive  to  the  attainment  of  the  above-named 
objects.

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FOREWORD 

By  AGNES  HUNT,  D.B.E.,  R.R.C. 


1900—1939. 

ALTHOUGH  in  the  life  of  a  hospital  39  years  is  a  com¬ 
paratively  short  time,  during  this  period  Britian 
has  been  engaged  in  three  major  wars.  The  Boer 
War  (1900)  gave  to  the  Hospital  its  first  open  air  wards, 
surreptitiously  removed  from  its  owner’s  Park  whilst  the 
aforesaid  owner  was  fighting  in  South  Africa. 

During  the  second  war,  1914 — 1918,  the  Hospital  grew 
from  100  beds  for  women  and  children  to  150  beds  for  men, 
women  and  children,  120  beds  for  soldiers  and  80  beds  for 
pensioners,  besides  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  which  were 
lent  to  it  for  more  convalescent  cases.  These  latter  our  staff 
visited  once  a  week,  and  staff  also  visited  the  Birmingham 
Cripples’  Union  once  a  week  for  Mr.  Dunn  during  his  absence 
at  the  war,  and  the  Cripples’  Union  at  Stoke-on-Trent. 
At  the  end  of  the  war  the  British  Red  Cross  gave  the  Hospital 
a  Grant  of  £25,000  and  the  Shropshire  Memorial  Committee 
£10,000  in  recognition  of  this  work.  With  this  money  the 
Park  Hall  Hospital  was  bought,  altered  and  equipped.  Un¬ 
fortunately  the  buildings  were  only  of  temporary  material, 
and  in  14  years  they  began  to  shew  unmistakable  signs  of 
decay.  An  appeal  was  started  in  1935  to  rebuild  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  to  finish  building  the  Derwen,  and  to  put  the  finances 
of  the  After  Care  on  a  firmer  footing.  The  response  by  the 
people  of  the  eight  counties  served  by  the  Hospital  and  its 
big  After  Care  Scheme  was  immediate  and  splendid,  and  up 
to  date  £60,000  has  been  collected.  They  love  the  Hospital 
for  its  joy  of  life,  its  absence  of  petty  rules  and  regulations, 
its  welcome  to  the  sick,  and  its  loving  care  of  the  dying. 
They  love  it  for  its  bright  flowers  and  pretty  grounds,  through 
which  fathers  and  mothers  can  take  their  crippled  children 
on  wheeled  beds  to  the  canteen  for  tea. 

Two  wars  have  helped  this  scheme  for  cripples.  What 
will  this  yet  more  terrible  war  do  ?  Only  one  thing  is  cer¬ 
tain.  England  will  win,  for  she  is  fighting  for  the  weak  and 
helpless.  The  God  of  Justice  and  Righteousness  is  with  her, 
therefore  she  will  prevail. 
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The  Hospital,  Derwen  and  After  Care  mourn 
to-day  the  death  of  Naughton  Dunn,  Senior 
Surgeon  of  the  Hospital  and  loyal  pupil  of  the 
late  Robert  Jones.  Very  many  of  the  past  and 
present  patients  of  this  great  Hospital  have 
cause  to  love  his  name,  I  among  them.  Never 
a  strong  man  he  made  light  of  his  ailments,  even 
when  the  dread  disease  from  which  he  died  had 
fastened  its  grim  tentacles  upon  him,  he  still 
came  to  minister  to  us,  forgetting  his  own  pain 
and  weakness  in  order  to  help  us  who  were  not 
nearly  as  ill  as  he. 


To  Naughton  Dunn’s  love  and  loyalty  to 
the  Hospital  we  owe  very  much.  He  never  missed 
an  opportunity  of  speaking  well  of  our  scheme 
and  interesting  people  in  the  Hospital  and  in  the 
various  branches  of  its  work.  But  perhaps 
the  greatest  work  he  did  for  crippled  humanity 
was  by  passing  on  Robert  Jones’s  teaching  to 
younger  orthopaedic  surgeons  training  them  in 
the  work  he  loved  so  well.  Staunch  and  true 
and  loyal  he  was  to  us,  and  we  bid  him  farewell 
until  we  meet  where  death  and  sorrow  are  no

Obituary  :  Mr.  Naughton  Drnin. 

In  November  the  Hospital  suffered  an  irretrievable 
loss  in  the  death  of  one  of  its  Senior  Surgeons,  the  late  Mr. 
Naughton  Dunn,  who  had  been  on  the  staff  of  the  Hospital 
practically  since  its  inception. 

On  the  preceding  page  is  a  tribute  by  Dame  Agnes 
Hunt  which  was  read  by  the  Chaplain  at  the  Memorial  Ser¬ 
vice  held  in  the  Hospital  Chapel  on  the  23rd  November,  1939. 

Annual  General  Meeting  and  Garden  Party. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  and  Garden  Party  which 
was  held  at  the  Hospital  on  June  29th,  was  one  of  the  most 
successful  social  and  financial  events  in  the  history  of  the 
Hospital.  This  marked  the  first  official  visit  of  our  President, 
Earl  Baldwin,  who  presided  at  the  meeting.  In  the  course 
of  his  Presidential  address  Lord  Baldwin  said  it  was  not  an 
easy  matter  in  the  world  that  day  to  keep  a  poise  of  mind  and 
keep  their  souls  whole.  As  time  went  on  the  world  seemed 
to  be  becoming  worse  instead  of  better,  and  sometimes  one 
would  feel  that  the  powers  of  evil  in  the  world  were  spreading 
and  growing  so  great  that  it  seemed  they  must  triumph  and 
one  was  apt  to  lose  sight  of  the  forces  of  good.  He  felt 
that  as  a  corrective  for  his  own  soul,  he  would  ally  himself 
with  some  objects  that  were  devoted  to  the  relief  of  suffering 
humanity,  so  that  he  might  realise  there  was  something 
else  in  the  world  other  than  men  whose  aim  was  to  add  to 
the  sufferings  and  torture  of  humanity,  and  that  was  why 
he  accepted  the  Presidency  of  the  Hospital  and  College 
which  were  started  from  the  common  cause  of  general  love 
of  humanity,  but  particularly  of  the  young  and  helpless. 

Earl  Baldwin,  who  was  accompanied  by  Countess 
Baldwin,  was  given  a  tremendous  welcome  by  the  3,000 
odd  people  who  came  from  every  part  of  our  eight  counties 
to  contribute  towards  the  great  success  of  the  day.  Stalls 
were  most  generously  provided  by  members  of  the  Hospital 
Committees,  and  the  sum  of  £916  10s.  lid.  was  realised, 
and  in  addition  donations  of  £260  were  received  to  swell 
this  splendid  total.  The  amounts  taken  at  the  various  stalls

Scheme  of  Gradual  Reconstruction.

The  outbreak,  of  War  naturally  interfered  with  the 
continuance  of  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  remaining  temporary 
structures,  that  is,  the  completion  of  the  Nurses’  Home  and 
the  five  remaining  wards  on  the  Western  half  of  the  Main 
Corridor.  However,  at  the  moment  the  Closed  Ward  is 
completed  and  in  occupation  together  with  the  Main 
Corridor  and  its  attached  offices,  and  the  second  portion 
of  the  Nurses’  Home  providing  accommodation  for  a  further 
50  nurses  will  be  completed  before  the  presentation  of  this 
report  to  the  Annual  General  Meeting.  Thus,  at  the  present 
time,  100  nurses  are  accommodated  in  the  new  portions  of  the 
Home  the  completion  of  which  has  been  deferred  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Management  to  the 
effect  that  no  further  building  contracts  are  to  be  undertaken 
until  such  times  as  building  costs  return  to  something  like 
normal. 

The  erection  of  the  second  part  of  the  Nurses’  Home 
required  the  demolition  of  practically  all  that  part  of  the 
Nurses’  Home  known  as  Wembley,  New  Wing,  and  part  of 
New  Street,  thus  allowing  for  the  completion  of  the  road 
leading  to  the  West  entrance  to  the  Hospital. 

The  loan  so  graciously  granted  to  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agement  by  the  Salop  County  Council  was  to  enable  the 
completion  of  the  erection  of  the  Nurses’  Home,  the  Main 
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Corridor,  and  the  five  remaining  wards.  Work  on  the  latter 
will,  of  course,  have  to  be  the  first  consideration  of  the  Build¬ 
ing  Committee  when  the  opportunity  arises. 

Auxiliary  Hospital  Beds. 

(a)  Gredington. 

In  connection  with  the  scheme  for  the  extension  of 
the  bed  strength  of  the  Hospital,  Lord  Kenyon  has  gener¬ 
ously  undertaken  to  erect  at  Gredington  at  his  own  expense, 
two  wards  large  enough  to  accommodate  80  children. 
This  building  is  practically  ready  to  receive  patients  and  the 
transfer  will  be  most  helpful  in  relieving  the  over-crowded 
state  of  the  wards. 

(b)  Oteley. 

As  in  the  last  war,  Major  and  Mrs.  Mainwaring,  of  Oteley, 
have  kindly  offered  to  accommodate  in  their  home  35  to  40 
adult  civilian  orthopaedic  cases,  thus  making  available  further 
beds,  if  needed,  for  the  treatment  of  other  than  the  civilian 
sick. 

(c)  The  Grange. 

Accomodation  for  a  further  20  patients  has  been  kindly 
offered  by^  Capt.  and  Mrs.  Needham  should  the  National 
Emergency  demand. 

Samaritan  Fund. 

During  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1939,  556  patients 
were  enabled  to  receive  in-patient  treatment  through  the 
agency  of  the  Samaritan  Fund.  This  number  is  39  in  excess 
of  the  previous  years. 

There  were  164  emergency  admissions  during  the  year, 
of  which  33  were  road  accidents  and  32  accidents  whilst  at 
work.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  figures  that  the  County 
Voluntary  Orthopaedic  Associations  have  assisted  financially 
in  94  cases  amounting  to  £787  Is.  lid.  In  addition 
the  County  Associations  have  also  arranged  the  admission  of 
those  other  cases  where  the  patients  themselves  were  able  to 
pay  the  fees  or  where  Public  Assistance  Committees  or  other 
bodies  have  accepted  financial  responsibility.  Further,  the 
Associations  accept  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  After 
Care  charges  for  adult  patients  attending  the  various  clinics 
in  the  Counties. 
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The  Hospital  Samaritan  Fund  has  assisted  in  143  cases 
to  a  total  of  £565  19s.  4d.,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  Insurance 
Companies  and  Employers  paid  £691  13s.  2d.  in  respect 
of  road  accident  and  industrial  accident  cases. 


Patients  and  their  parents  and  friends  contributed 
£1,772  13s.  5d.  This  figure  is  considerably  less  than  the 
previous  year,  and  is  explained  by  the  extension  of  various 
local  contributory  schemes.  A  total  of  £1,609  13s.  lOd. 
has  been  paid  by  these  schemes  during  the  year,  of  which 
£504  8s.  8d.  came  from  the  Shrewsbury  Hospitals  Contributory 
Scheme. 

Doubtful  accounts  totalled  £926  11s.  6d.  but  a  considerable 
proportion  of  this  will  no  doubt  be  paid.  The  amount  includes 
various  road  accidents  and  industrial  accidents  where  the 
necessary  claims  have  been  made  on  the  Insurance  Companies 
concerned,  but  where  no  definite  liability  has  been  admitted 
to  date. 


Receipts  and  Payments. 

A  detailed  account  is  shown  on  another  page.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  usual  grant  of  £200  was  received  from  the  Board 
of  Management  and  that  the  dividends  from  the  investment 
of  legacies  for  the  endowment  of  cots  and  beds  has  again 
been  credited  to  the  Fund. 

Donations  totalled  £190  12s.  0d.,  which  included  items 
of  £18  from  the  Oswestry  Charity  Ball  Committee,  £27  5s.  6d. 
from  Mr.  T.  C.  A.  Hodson’s  fund  in  connection  with  the 
Manchester  Unity  of  Oddfellows  Lodges.  Also  £31  9s.  10d., 
being  collections  from  the  workmen  at  Park  Hall  Camp. 

Subscriptions  totalled  £164  10s.  0d.,  which  included  £100 
from  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company,  Limited,  £25  from 
Mrs.  Johnston,  and  £25  from  Salop  Public  Assistance  Com¬ 
mittee. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  balance  in  hand  at  31st  December, 
1939,  totalled  £398  12s.  lOd.  but  as  £220  19s.  6d.  is  owing  to 
the  Hospital  in  respect  of  the  December  quarter’s  accounts, 
the  net  credit  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  £117  13s.  4d. 
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Royal  Commission  on  Workmen  s  Compensation. 

For  some  years  the  number  of  injured  workmen  admitted 
to  the  wards  for  treatment  continues  to  increase.  As  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  makes  no  provision  for  hos¬ 
pital  treatment  but  only  provides  weekly  compensation  for 
the  injured  workmen  the  cost  of  this  treatment  is  a  serious 
consideration  to  voluntary  hospitals. 

The  British  Hospitals  Association  in  a  Memorandum  of 
Evidence  submitted  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  Workmen's 
Compensation  were  of  the  opinion  that  : — 

1.  The  Voluntary  Hospitals  are  at  present  bearing 
unjustly  most  of  the  cost  of  hospital  treatment 
in  cases  of  industrial  accident,  estimated  at 
approximately  £407,000.  This  is  an  expense 
they  can  no  longer  afford  to  carry. 

2.  It  should  be  made  a  charge  upon  industry.  Acci¬ 
dents  are  a  concomitant  of  industry.  Industry 
creates  the  need  for  treatment  and  benefits  directly 
from  it. 

3.  The  change  cannot  be  affected  through  an  extension 
of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act  nor  through 
an  adaptation  of  the  Contributory  Schemes 
System.  Short  of  a  new  Act  introducing  a  State- 
controlled  Scheme  of  compulsory  insurance  the 
change  can  only  be  effected  by  an  extension  of 
the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Acts. 

4.  The  principle  involved  has  been  recognised  by 
Parliament  and  is  supported  by  the  views  of  the 
Holman  Gregory  Committee  (1920)  and  Cave 
Committee  (1921)  and  the  Rehabilitation  Com¬ 
mittee  (1939). 

5.  The  Hospital  should  be  entitled  to  recover  either 
from  the  employer  or  from  the  insurance  company 
with  which  he  is  insured.  The  amount  recovered 
should  include  full  cost  of  treatment,  both  main¬ 
tenance  and  doctor’s  fees. 

6.  What  is  a  substantial  sum  for  the  hospitals  is  a 
comparatively  minor  one  for  industry.  It  would 
in  any  case  be  passed  on  to  the  cunsumer  but 
need  not  necessarily  entail  an  increase  in  insurance 
premiums  or  in  the  prices  at  which  goods  are  sold 
to  the  public.

7.  The  cost  to  industry  of  Workmen’s  Compensation 
is  about  £13,000,000  per  annum.  An  immense 
saving  in  this  annual  bill  can  be  effected  by  the 
adoption  of  the  Rehabilitation  Committee’s 
Scheme  for  Fracture  Services.  The  Voluntary 
Hospitals  are  wholeheartedly  in  favour  of  the 
Scheme  but  have  been  unable  to  put  it  into  opera¬ 
tion  because  it  entails  additional  expenditure, 
both  capital  and  maintenance,  which  they  cannot 
see  their  way  clear  to  meet. 

8.  The  first  step  should  be  to  relieve  them  of  the 
cost  of  treatment  of  industrial  accident  cases. 
The  next  should  be  to  provide  them  with  the 
means  whereby  to  finance  the  Fracture  Scheme. 
The  financial  recommendations  of  the  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  Committee  are  not  adequate.  A  new  method 
must  be  found.  The  matter  is  urgent,  the  more 
so  because  of  the  war ;  fractures  constitute  a 
large  proportion  of  war  injuries.  A  State  grant 
is  justified  and  would  prove  a  sound  investment. 
What  is  required  is  an  alliance  between  Industry, 
the  State,  and  the  Voluntary  Hospitals.  It 
should  not  be  difficult  to  devise  a  Scheme  whereby 
they  can  co-operate  and  yet  leave  the  traditional 
independence  of  the  hospitals  unimpaired. 

Scheme  for  the  Growing  of  Potatoes. 

With  the  help  of  the  Oswestry  Branch  of  the  National 
Farmers’  Union,  the  Board  of  Management  has  been  able  to 
make  arrangements  with  farmers  living  within  the  area  served 
by  the  Hospital  whereby  78  farmers  have  planted  92  J-  cwts. 
of  seed  potatoes  supplied  by  the  Board  of  Management  ; 
four  farmers  preferred  to  supply  their  own  seed.  The  potatoes 
produced  by  this  quantity  of  seed  will,  it  is  hoped,  supply 
the  needs  of  the  Hospital  for  twelve  months — a  gift  for  which 
we  are  very  grateful. 

Cinema. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  letter  was  received  from 
a  firm  of  solicitors,  to  the  effect  that  an  anonymous  client 
was  prepared  to  give  £250  for  the  purchase  of  a  Cinema 
Projector  in  memory  of  her  brother.  As  a  result  of  this 
generous  offer  the  Board  of  Management  decided  to  instal  a 
British  Acoustic  “  R  ”  Type  Normal  Range  Soundfilm  Repro- 
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ducing  machine.  A  friend  of  the  Hospital  who  happens  to 
be  a  Director  of  one  of  the  large  film  distributing  firms, 
graciously  offered  to  supply  films  each  week,  free  of  charge. 
Thus,  as  a  result  of  these  generous  benefactors  the  Hospital 
now  has,  for  the  entertainment  of  the  patients,  an  up-to-date 
cinema.

The  Spring  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the 
Hospital  on  the  5th  and  6th  May  under  the  presidency  of  the 
late  Mr.  Naughton  Dunn,  when  approximately  191  members 
of  the  Association  and  their  ladies  visited  the  Hospital  and 
the  Derwen.  On  the  first  day,  the  morning  was  occupied 
by  an  address  by  the  President,  a  demonstration  of  patients, 
and  a  paper  read  by  the  Secretary-Superintendent  on  the 
scheme  for  gradually  reconstructing  the  temporary  hospital 
buildings.  Luncheon  was  provided  in  the  new  hall  at  the 
Derwen  Cripples'  Training  College  on  the  invitation  of  Dame 
Agnes  and  the  Board  of  Management.  The  afternoon  was 
spent  examining  cases  on  the  wards  followed  by  a  discussion, 
and  on  the  Saturday  morning  there  was  a  session  of  short 
papers  followed  by  a  tour  of  the  workshops.

Friday  morning. 


To  commemorate  a  very  successful  meeting,  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  British  Orthopaedic  Association  presented  to 
Dame  Agnes  Hunt  a  silver  rose  bowl. 


Library. 

With  the  help  of  the  two  Librarians,  Miss  Williams  and 
Mr.  Josef  Kassai,  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most 
successful  in  the  life  of  the  Library.  With  the  help  of  the 
loan  of  books  from  the  Salop  County  Council,  daily  visits 
to  the  wards,  and  the  loaning  of  books  to  the  resident  staff 
it  can  now  be  said  that  the  Library  is  what  it  should  always 
have  been,  an  integral  part  of  the  life  of  the  Hospital. 
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Tiie  Chapel. 

On  Palm  Sunday  evening,  April  2nd,  the  members  of  the 
choir  gave  a  rendering  of  Ferris  Tozer’s  “  The  Way  of  the 
Cross.”  The  soloists  were  Mrs.  Charles  and  Mr.  Gordon  Abel. 

The  Lord  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph  paid  a  visit  to  the  Hospital 
on  Tuesday,  Sept.  19th,  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of 
the  Gladstone  Ward  by  Lady  Gladstone.  After  the  Dedica¬ 
tion  ceremony,  His  Lordship  gave  an  address. 

The  Rural  Dean,  Prebendary  E.  Moore  Darling,  preached 
at  the  Llarvest  Thanksgiving  Service  on  October  2nd. 

The  funeral  service  for  the  late  Mr.  Naughton  Dunn, 
Senior  Surgeon  of  the  Hospital,  was  held  at  noon  on 
November  23rd. 

There  were  220  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion  in  the 
Chapel  and  on  the  wards  during  1939,  and  there  were  1,463 
communicants. 


Linen  League. 

The  Board  has  again  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
the  help  received  from  the  Linen  League.  A  total  of  515 
garments  were  sent  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  which 
exceeded  all  previous  records. 


The  Special  School. 

During  the  year  the  school  was  opened  414  times,  the 
attendances  totalled  45,121,  the  average  daily  attendance 
being  109. 

Much  time  is  spent  in  teaching  reading,  particularly  to 
backward  children.  In  thise  children  who  read  well,  we  aim  at 
developing  a  liking  for  good  books.,  and  the  power  of  reading 
them  intelligently  and  quickly.  Many  suitable  books  are  lent 
to  these  children  to  read  in  their  leisure  hours.  Several  small 
plays  havebeen  learnt,  and  those  acted  by  puppets  have  caused 
great  amusement.  Penmanship,  spelling,  simple  grammar, 
suitable  compositions  or  letter  writing  occupy  a  portion  of 
each  da}/. 
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The  afternoons  are  chiefly  devoted  to  oral  lessons, 
scripture,  history,  geography,  nature  study,  hygiene  and 
current  events.  These  lessons  are  made  as  attractive  as 
possible  and  the  children's  written  accounts  include  plans, 
sketches  and  collected  illustrations.  Singing  is  a  very  popular 
lesson. 

Handwork  is  taken  daily,  and  consists  of  knitting,  darn¬ 
ing,  patching,  needlework,  metal  work,  leather  work,  nature 
craft,  rag  mats  and  weaving.  Our  work  at  the  Annual  Garden 
Party  was  much  admired,  and  realised  £27  15s.  9d.,  £18  of 
which  was  given  to  the  Agnes  Hunt  Appeal  for  Cripples. 

Subscriptions  and  Donations. 

The  Board  of  Management  is  very  grateful  to  all  who 
have  so  generously  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital. 
Full  details  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Agnes  Hunt  Appeal 
for  Cripples  which  also  deals  with  the  special  donations  to  the 
fund  for  the  re-building  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  also  gratefully  acknowledges  all  manner  of 
gifts  in  kind,  which  have  been  found  most  useful. 

Hospital  Statistics. 

Full  details  are  given  elsewhere  in  this  report.  The  daily 
average  number  of  patients  was  367  compared  with  a  daily 
average  of  389  throughout  the  previous  year.  A  decrease 
of  22  patients  daily.  This  decrease  was  due  to  the  evacuation 
of  patients  on  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Over  10Q  patients  were  discharged  during  the  first 
three  or  four  weeks,  and  only  cases  of  emergency  were  ad¬ 
mitted. 

A  total  of  1695  in-patients  were  treated  during  the  year 
with  an  average  stay  of  101  days  in  the  case  of  children,  and 
98  days  in  the  case  of  adults. 

Out-patients  treated  at  the  Clinics  and  at  the  Hospital 
numbered  7,733  compared  with  7,650  during  1939. 

Finance. 

The  General  Income  and  Expenditure  account  shows  an 
excess  of  income  over  expenditure  of  £176  Os.  10|d.,  after 
transferring  £750  to  the  Building  Fund  Account.

It  will  be  noted  that  an  interim  payment  of  £4,063  was 
made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the  Emergency  Hospital 
Scheme.  The  Board  of  Management  transferred  £1,750  of 
this  amount  to  the  Derwen  Cripples’  Training  College  which 
had  been  utilised  as  a  hospital  annexe  for  180  beds.  These 
payments  are  subject  to  revision  on  presentation  to  the 
Ministry  of  the  actual  costs  incurred  by  the  Hospital. 

The  gratitude  of  the  Board  is  again  most  deservedly 
due  to  the  hard-  working  committees  of  the  Voluntary  Orth- 
paedic  Associations  and  After  Care  Centres  which  have  again 
so  handsomely  supplemented  the  funds  available  for  the  After 
Care  work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Building  Fund  shows  that  during  the  year 
£25,690  4s.  6d.  was  spent  on  new  buildings  which  included 
the  new  Nurses’  Home,  Closed  Ward  and  Main  Corridor.  The 
splendid  total  of  £5665  was  allocated  by  the  Agnes  Hunt  Appeal 
for  Cripples  during  the  year  towards  the  cost  of  the  new 
buildings. 

‘‘  In  conclusion.” 

Last  year  your  Chairman  alluded  to  the  splendid  progress 
made  in  the  reconstruction  scheme.  Much  of  that  progress 
was  continued  until,  unfortunately,  it  had  to  be  stopped  owing 
to  building  difficulties  at  this  time. 

It  is  felt,  however,  that  a  well-equipped  hospital  of  this 
kind  is  of  greater  National  importance  than  ever  and  it  is 
hoped  that  its  completion  will  be  undertaken  as  soon  as 
circumstances  permit. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Scheme  which  at  this  time  last 
year  seemed  to  promise  so  well  has  been  through  various 
vicissitudes.  However,  at  a  recent  meeting  held  at  Wolver¬ 
hampton  and  addressed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the 
Regionalization  Committee  of  the  Nuffield  Provincial  Hos¬ 
pitals  Trust,  progress  appears  to  have  been  made  in  the  form 
of  the  appointment  of  a  committee  charged  with  making 
application  to  the  Central  Body  to  recognise  the  West  Midland 
Region,  to  draft  a  constitution  and  terms  of  reference,  and  to 
convene  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  interested  Local 
Government  Bodies  in  the  Region  and  representatives  of  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals. 
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The  work  of  your  Committee  during  the  past  few  months 
has  not  been  made  easier  by  travel  difficulties  and  the  in¬ 
creasing  occupations  of  many  of  the  members.  But  the 
work  of  the  staff  has  made  it  as  easy  as  possible  and  our  thanks 
are  due  to  them  and  Mr.  Menzies.  Due  to  war  time  organisa¬ 
tion  and  its  changes  they  have  had  many  difficulties  to  face 
and  seem  to  have  overcome  them  successfully.
